ORDER 

New Delhi, the 24th June, 2011 

S.O. 146i(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that m Industrial dispute exists between the 
management of M/s. Bata India Ltd. and their workmen represented by All Ind . Bata Shop Managers Union. The dispute 
involves question of national importance and also is of such nature that the establishments of M/s. Bata India Ltd. are 
situated in more than one State are likely to be interested in, or affected by, such dispute. 

And whereas the Hon'ble High Court of Delhi in Application No. WP 7585/2007 dated 23-3-2011 gave a direction 
to consider the matter under the provisions of Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 and take appropriate decision. 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that the said dispute should be adjudicated by a National 

Tribunal. 

And whereas the Central Government in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7B of the I.D. Act, 1947 (14 
of 1947) constituted a National Industrial Tribunal vide Ministry of Labour Order No. 51014/1/2007-IR (PG) dated 5-9-2007 
with headquarters at Kolkata and appointed Justice C.P. Mishra as its Presiding Officer and in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (lA) of Section 10 of the said Act, referred the said Industrial Dispute to the said National 
Industrial Tribunal for adjudication. 

And whereas Justice C.P. Mishra relinquished charge of ^e above National Industrial Tribunal on 19-4-2010 (FN). 

Now, therefore, a National Industrial Tribunal is constituted with headquarters at Kolkata with Justice Manik 
Mohan Sarkar, Presiding Officer of CGIT, Kolkata as its Presiding Officer and the above said dispute is referred to the above 
said National Industrial Tribunal for adjudication with a direction that Justice Manik Mohan Sarkar shall proceed in the 
matter from the stage at which it was left by Justice C.P. Mishra and dispose of the same accordingly.
